LETTER FROM CHAS. KELLY 
Dear Sir: 

“J have read the write-ups 
about the Marines and GI’s on 
the battle fronts in Korea. Sine: 
this is my second tour in Korea 
and I am a Sailor and resident 
of Elba, I would like to use & 
little space in the Clipper to tell 
the people back home some or 
the parts the navy plays in this 
war.

our ship 30 minutes after they 


were hit by enemy guns. Some 
of them-~ were brought aboard 
while still receiving blood trans-

“wounds that would have been 
fatal in World Warr II can now 
be treated successfully because 
of the helicopter and the use 
of whole blood promptly. If the 
folks at home realized what the 


blood means to these batteres ! 


men, they’d be pushing each 
other out of the way to get to 
the blood banks, 

“Several times they have run 
short of certain types of blooa 
and called on the crew for help, 
Each one gladly gave his share. 

“One young Marine who was 
hit by a mortar shell was given 
23 pints of blood in the first few 
hours he was in the hospital. His 
whole right side was mangle’. 
We never thought he would pull 
through. He was in surgery for 
eight hours. But what a spirit 
he had.

Crow Hater Kills 
50,000 With Bombs 


GREENVILLE, Texas — With 
-one mighty blast, Joe Browder, 
who says he hates crows more 
than anything, killed 50,000 of 
them recently in the Brazos River 
bottoms. The blast was created 
with dynamite fashioned into 
bombs. 

Mr. Browder, who lives’ in 
Greenville, fashioned 300 bombs 
from 150 pounds of dynamite and 
shards from a metal foundry. He 
set off the bombs and the crows 
died or fell wounded on _ the 
ground. Then he and his confed- 
erates charged into them with 
clubs and killed the wounded. 

The people of the community of 
Asa, Texas, who help in the ex- 
termination were outnumbered at 
least 1,000 to 1 by crows. 

February is the beginning of the 
mating season for crows. Mr. 
Browder, Game Warden Hubert 


Brooks, H. V. Stein of Dallas, 
Texas, and Bill Lawrence of Lake 
Texoma took advantage of- that 
fact. They tied the bombs in the 
trees in the river bottoms during 
the day. 

When the crows congregated in 
the trees that night, Mr. Browder 
set off-the bombs simultaneously 
with eight storage batteries. 

It was his 23 crow-bombing mis- 

sion, 
{| Just from looking at the num- 
ber of crows on the ground on the 
seven acres, we figure there must 
have been at least 50,000 killed, 
Game Warden Brooks estirnated. 


Brucellosis Spreads 
In Dozens of Ways 


Farmers worrying over the prob- 
lem of keeping bovine brucellosis 
out of their herds were given some 
{ pointers recently by the American 

Veterinary Medical Association. 

; - The association points out that 
| there are a dozen ways in which 
| the disease can be spread to clean 


cattle, but that the most common 
way is through importations from 
strange herds. 

Control authorities recommend 
that newly-purchased cattle from 
recently-tested herds should be 
isolated 380 days before having 
them re-tested. Cattle bought from 
untested herds should be tested 
immediately and isolated for an- 
other test in 60 days, 

Brucellosis can spread from dis- 
eased hogs, truck and box cars 
which have been carrying diseased 
stock. Buyers, salesmen or visi- 
tors may bring in germs on their 
clothing or shoes, or the disease 
may spread from stagnant water 
or slow-moving streams past in- 
fested farms, 

Money Talks 

CARACAS, VENEZUELA— 
“Money Talks!’’ That’s the theory 
of Venezuela's top government of- 
ficials who are spending $300,000,- 
000 a year—one half of the nation’s 
annual oil income—in an unheard 
of series of public projects. 

The projects include highways, 
schools, hospitals, sports arenas, 
reservoirs, housing projects and 
agricultural developments, In four 
years 178 projects have already 
been finished or are underway. 

The most recent undertaking is 
the ‘‘Avenida Bolivar’’ in Caracas, 
It amounts to a $300,000,000 Rocke- 
feller Center of 24 buildings. 

This construction spree is luring 
thousands of American engineers 
and technical “know how” experts 
to Venezuela,
